Japan's special envoy, 


Satiuru Kurusu, together for 
more than an hour today to 
talk of "many things" cen- 
tering around the explosive 
Far Eastern situation. 
But there was no indication Im- 
mediately whether 
any satisfac- 
tory progress had been made to- 
ward achieving 
a better 
under- 


standing on Pacific problems be- 
tween this country and Japan or 
whether any decisions 
were ap- 


proached which might lead to as- 
surance of continued peace in the 
Pacific. 
Kurusu was accompanied to the 


White House by the Japanese am- 
bassador, Klchisaburo Nomura, and 
Secretary of State Hull. 
The two Japanese dodged ques- 
tions about the conversation 
Hi- 
thought the ambassador reported 
that "many things" were 
said. 
What they were was something 
which he did not care to discuss. 


As they entered a waiting- limu- 
•Ine, reporters pressed them for 
information. 


"Was a satisfactory beginning 


made?" The ambassador was ask- 
ed. 


' Gold Not to Answer. 


'Kurusu dug an . e!bow;>into:.No- 
nfiifa's 
ribs •' and' 
admonished 
against answering. The special en- 
voy merely laughed when he was 
asked if he was "near a touch- 
down." 
He had suggested, upon 
his arrival In this country Satur- 
day, that he might score a touch- 
down in his conversations 
with 


American officials. 


Before their reception by Mr. 
Roosevelt in the White House red 
room the Japanese had met with 
Hull at the state department. 


Both 
Kurusu 
and 
Nomura 


showed reluctance to discuss with 
newspaper men any aspect of the 
situation. Kurusu parried a ques- 
tion as to whether Japan would be 
willing to make some concession 
In the direction of withdrawal of 
her troops from China by gestur- 
ing toward Nomura with the smil- 
ing remark: * 


"Here Is the Japanese ambassa- 
dor. Ask him. I am only the am- 
bassador's assistant." 


Nomura indicated that he and 


Kurusu would see President Roose- 
velt later today but did not disclose 
the time.

Tho war-time news censorship

Thus a lax censorship means 
that all's well, and there's noth- 
ing to conceal. A rigid censorship 
may means either 
that 
things 


aren't moving In the right dlrec* 
tion, or that there are impending 
developments which the 
govern- 


ment doesn't want to have afi''*r- 
ttaed. 


The German government 
hus 


banned the Berlin representatives 
of three American broadcasting 
companies from the air—The Na-
